A reporter of the H e r a l d who arrived 
on the scene a few seconds after the last 
blow had been struck found it almost 
impossible to secure two statem ents of 
tbe affair which agreed in essential par­ 
ticulars. This is the way th e fight took 
place: Mr. Wilson, accompanied by a 
friend, 
Mr. 
Cain, 
walked 
np to 
General Boyce and asked him if he 
was 
responsible 
for 
the 
article 
th at had appeared 
in 
the Tribune. 
General Boyce replied in the affirmative 
and suggested that they retire to the 
office of the paper to disease the m atter. 
This Mr. Wilson refused to do and stm ck 
Boyce in the face. 
Boyce struck hack 
w ith a cane and Wilson warded off the 
blow with his stick. Boyce’s cane broke, 
and by this tim e Captain Seamans baa 
come out of his office and took Wilson 
by the arm . standing alongside as he did 
so. Boyce in some way got possession of 
W ilson’s cane and struck him 
with 
it. Wilson’s friends pulled 8eamans 
off and thus gave him a chance to 
to strike back. 
Seamans denies th a t 
he had any personal animus in the af­ 
fair, or that he feels otherwise than 
friendly to both men. His desire, he 
says, was merely to stop a fight. After 
being released Wilson struck Boyce sev­ 
eral hard blows in the face and made the 
claret flow freely, to use a pugilistic ex­ 
pression. A looker-on states th at Wilson, 
while being held fast, partly drew a re­ 
volver from the waistband of his panta­ 
loons, hut shoved it hack when he found 
his arm s free. 
WHAT THE BY-8TANDEBB SAT. 
Mr. J. P. Moran, who had been stand­ 
ing near General Boyce when the affair 
commenced, said that he had been look­ 
ing the other way and only saw the en­ 
counter in its second phase. 
H e had 
witnessed the breaking 
of 
General 
Boyce’s cane, and then saw Captain 
Seamans catch hold of Mr. Wilson from 
behind. General Boyce then took Mr. 
Wilson’s cane and struck Mr. Wilson 
over the head, bringing the blood. 
Mr. 
Cain at this juncture broke Captain 
Seamans’ hold on Mr. Wilson and the 
combatants 
went 
at it again 
until 
separated by the bystanders. 
Mr. J. C.’Daly, who was also on the 
spot when the affair occurred, heard Mr. 
Wilson ask General Boyce if he had 
written the article which appeared in 
the Tribune. General Boyce said he had 
not, but th at he was responsible for it. 
Sir. Wilson then dem anded an apology 
from General Boyce, bui|G eneral Boyce 
Baid he would not opologize, and asked 
Mr. Wilson to go to his office and they 
would talk it over. Mr. Wilson then slap­ 
ped General Boyce in the face, and the 
balance of the occurrence was about 
the same as told by the others. 
W hen asked if he had seen Captain 
Seamans hold Mr. Wilson’s arm s while 
General Boyce struck him with the cane, 
Mr. Daly replied “ Yes, sir; th at is w hat 
I witnessed.” 
Captain Seamans said that he did not 
care to appear in the m atter. H e had in­ 
terfered only to stop the fight which he 
said had been commenced by Mr. W il­ 
son. 
WHAT THE PRINCIPALS SAY. 
Mr. Wilson said that he was walking 
along Spring street with Mr. B. B. Cain, 
and seeing General Boyce standing talk­ 
ing to some gentlemen, stepped up to 
him and asked him if he had written the 
editorial which appeared in the Tribune. 
General Bovce said that he did not 
write the article in question. 
Mr. Wilson then asked him if he en­ 
dorsed the article, and General Boyce 
replied th at he was responsible for all 
th at appeared in the Trioune. 
Mr. Wilson then aBked General Boyce 
to apologize, and the General asked Mr. 
Wilson to talk the m atter over in his 
office. Mr. Wilson replied th at he did 
not 
care 
to 
discuss 
it anyw here 
), 
and 
slapped 
General 
Boyce 
the 
face. 
General 
Boyce 
then struck at Mr. Wilson with his cane 
and Mr. Wilson received the blow on his 
own stick. General Boyce’s cane was 
broken. 
At this point Mr. Wilson said his arm s 
were seized from behind, and while 
struggling to get loose General Boyce 
strnck him twice on the head with his 
cane. 
H e was then released and struck 
General Boyce on tbe face w ith his fist. 
Other parties then stepped in between 
them , and General Boyce walked down 
the street and Mr. Wilson w ent into the 
building, where the cuts ou his scalp 
were attended to. H e said he had no in­ 
tention of using his revolver. During 
the struggle it 
had 
become 
partly 
loosened in his pocket and showed. 
He 
had only pushed it back in his pocket so 
th at it should not fall to the sidewalk. 
General Boyce said th at he was stand­ 
ing in front of No. 44 North Spring 
street talking to Borne friends when Mr. 
Wilson came up and said : “ You had an 
article in the paper this morning th at did 
me au injustice.” 
Continuing General Boyce said: ” 1 
told him to come up to the office and I 
would correct it. H e then asked if I was 
responsible for w hat appeared in the 
Tribune, and I told him I was. He then 
drew his sane and struck me a blow 
across the head. 
It was totally unex­ 
pected and 1 was greatly surprised. 
I 
hen struck him with my cane across the 
head and knocked him down. 
I then 
grabbed his cane, but not before he had 
palled h i4 revolver cn me. 
When I 
knocked him down his head struck the 
sidewalk so hard th at when he arose U 
was bleeding. Friends then separated 
us.”

A large num ber of 
improvement* 
have lately been going on in the vicinity 
of Vernon, which is. just south of the 
city limits, and yesterday a H erald re­ 
porter visited th at locality. 
H e found 
the California Sewer Pipe Company’s 
works in full operation and a force of 
operatives at work making pipe of all 
sises. 
Besides these, there were labor­ 
ers at work building new kilns and 
others preparing to put in place new 
machinery that was on the ground. 
The capacity of the works is about to be 
doubled and in a few days carpenters 
will be at work building extensive L’s 
at both ends of the present building. 
Experiments 
are now 
being made 
with the clays to see if they are suitable 
for the manufacture of fancy pottery. 
The electric plant will soon be in, and 
then the works will be run night and 
day to fill the orders that are already on 
hand. 
On the return home the reporter met 
Mr. J. C. Daly, and the conversation 
turned 
to the agricultural possibilities 
of the 8tate, and particularly of Los An­ 
geles county. Mr. Daly has traveled a 
good deal, and has closely observed the 
methods used by farmers in all parts 
of the globe. H e said, in the course of 
the conversation, that he did not believe 
th at the diseases of the vine or the scale 
bug could be cured by the application of 
washes. The whole trouble lay in the 
fact that the fruit raisers and agricultural­ 
ists were trying to get all they could 
from the soil w ithout putting anything 
back. 
The consequence was that the 
■oil 
was 
losing 
its 
nutrim ent, 
the the fruit 
trees were becoming 
weak, 
and 
in 
this 
condition fall 
an easy prey to the insects that feed upon 
their vitality. 
His attention had been 
drawn to the fact through observation 
and study. 
It had been his experience 
th a t the healthy anim al was not trou­ 
bled with lice. The very vigor of the 
animal, given it by the right kind of 
nutriment, was sufficient to make the 
lice seek a weaker animal to feed upon. 
So it is with plants. 
If they have drawn 
all the nutrim ent from the soil and are 
given nothing but water, they weaken 
and are unable to resist disease, and are 
fed upon by insects until the last drop of 
sap has been drawn from them. 
This, 
said Mr. Daly, is what is happening in 
California, and the farmers must, sooner 
or later, learn th at they cannot go on in 
this way much longer. They must make 
up 
their 
minds 
to give the 
soil 
as 
much nutrim ent as 
the plants 
take from 
it. 
In 
th e 
old coun­ 
tries where th e 
farm er 
leaves bis 
land a special provision is always made 
th a t the crops shall always have a cer­ 
tain rotation and that the farmer shall 
place a certain am ount of manure on the 
S 
ound every year. W hen this is done 
e crops are always good and healthy 
and the land retains its richness. In 
the Eastern 8tates the farm ers carefully 
save everything taac will give nutrim ent 
to the Boil, and at the proper time they 
apply it. 
They even cart from wooded 
portions loads of leaves, which they 
carefully arrange, and, 
after rotting 
them , they spread them over the land. 
In California no snch provisions are 
made to snpply the soil with nutriment. 
The leaves are burned to get rid of them, 
and few farmers think it neceesary to do 
more than give the crops water. 
Mr. 
Daly 
said 
he 
believed 
th at 
if 
the 
farm ers 
would 
m anure the soil they would find their 
crops better and larger, the vineyaidista 
would find the diseases disappearing, 
and the orchardists would find the scale 
bog no longer a bugbear. With the soil 
properly cared for by natural or artificial 
manure, small farms in Southern Califor­ 
nia wonld more than pay the farmer, 
and th e result would be that the money 
that is now sent elsewhere would remain 
in the bands of the people here. 


TH E CABLE-CAR TRO U BLE. 


A S ta te m e n t f la d e B y th e O ffic ia ls 
O f th e R o a d . 
It would appear from the statem ent! 
m ade by officials of the Cable-Car Com* 
pany that only by the prompt and de­ 
cisive action of General Superintendent 
J . C. Robinson, a strike has been av­ 
erted on all the street-cars in that com­ 
pany’s service here. 
The statem ent 
m ade by the conductors, and published 
in yesterday m orning’s H b rald , to the 
effect that no trouble was intended, does 
not gain credence vi ith the authorities of 
the road, who give the following account 
of the origin and outcome of the trouble: 
“ For a long time the Los Angeles 
■treet-car lines were practically in the 
bands of the employees, that is, so 
far as the working of the system is con­ 
cerned. The attem pt made by Mr. For­ 
man when he took the reins of office into 
hi9 hands as general m anager, to reform 
the abases m et with but little encourage­ 
m ent, and finally resulted in the strike, 
which occured about eighteen months 
ago, when the cars were all stabled for 
about a week. 
The men gained their 
point and this gave them a feeling of in­ 
dependence, w hich asserted itself, not 
only in personal feeling, but also in a de­ 
sire to share more in the profits of the 
road than they could get through the 
medium of a monthly salary. “ Brothers- 
in law” were introduced and plied for 
about six or eight m onths, during which 
tim e, 
it 
is 
estim ated, 
that 
each 
conductor, operating 
one 
of 
these 
devices, 
"knocked 
down” 
on 
an 
average of about $5 a day. 
General 
Manager Forman was, by no means, to 
blame for this state of things, which was, 
of course, being done secretly, th e spoils 
going to only those in the immediate 
swim. The position he occupied de­ 
manded that most of his time should be 
devoted to the superintendence of the 
construction then under way, besides 
which, as vice-president, he had the gen­ 
eral workings of the system to look after. 
He accordingly placed the road manage­ 
m ent in the hands of deputies, and on 
these the blame of the impurities should 
fall. 
The appointment by the Chicago 
syndicate 
of 
Mr. J . 0 . 
Robinson 
to the snperintendency of the road caused 
a complete revolution in this condition 
of things. Being, from long experience 
thoroughly acquainted with the workings 
of car lines, he saw at a glance where the 
blow had to be struck and slowly but 
systematically went about his work of 
reform. 
He weeded out the poor work­ 
ers, replacing them by competent men 
from the long list of “ extras” which was 
on file at the office, and by a system of 
way bills placed an effectual check on 
a ll moneys handled by the employes. 
To De suddenly whisked from a state of 
laxness to one of extrem e discipline was 
a severe change and 
resulted, 
as 
m ight have been anticipated, in an 
upheaval on th e part of those dis­ 
contents who exist in every place of 
both social and business life. 
Dissen­ 
sions which at first were nothing mora 
serious than blather, culm inated on Sat­ 
urday last, when Mr. Robinson dis­ 
charged a couple of barn foremen, whose 
offices were, he thought, entirely unne­ 
cessary 
In company with a half dozen 
discontents they went during the even 


in g over all of the lines and endeavored 
to get th e drivers and conductors to join 
them in a general strike, urging in their 
appeal that if the men stood their ground, 
the company would have to give in. As 
an evidence that, in spite of his disci­ 
pline, 
Mr. 
Robinson 
has 
become 
very popular 
with 
his 
employees, 
it 
is 
worthy 
to 
note 
that 
out of the 250 men in the com pany’s 
employ only four recruits 
cculd be 
obtained by the band of malcontents. 
Meantime 
Mr. 
Robinson had 
been 
advised of w hat was going on, and on 
learning of the happenings of the night 
he visited all of the barns at 4 o’clock 
on Sunday morning and gave orders that 
the men who had joined in the agitation 
were not to be allowed to take their cars 
out, but were to report to him on Mon­ 
day morning. A t the appointed hour 
they stood 
in his office at Twelfth 
street 
and 
he 
told 
them 
that 
he 
knew 
the 
exact 
status of the 
combination that 
had been formed 
to disrupt th e workings of the company 
and there was nothing for him to do but 
to discharge the ringleaders, whereupon 
he gave what is known as “ walking pa­ 
pers” to those present. This action has 
effectually settled 
the agitation and 
everything has been running smoothly 
ever since and with no indications of 
further trouble.”

I 
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General Complaint Of the 
Lax Work Done. 


W H K EE DOES T H E MONEY GO» 


An In sp ectio n Of th e H isrhwaya B e­ 
g u n —W h at a " H e ra ld ” ltep- 
re se n ta tiv e Found. 


Some days ago Mr. T. Valdez, late 
road master of the Ballona District, in 
consequence of the H e r a l d ' s agitation 
of the road question, Btated that the ex ­ 
penditures of the road fund under his 
supervision was efficient and to the sat­ 
isfaction of those who traveled over the 
roads of which he was overseer. The 
H e r a l d promieed 
that at an early 
opportunity 
it 
would 
have 
the 
work 
and 
methods of Mr. Valdez 
investigated. This has been done. The 
H e r a l d ' s special 
commissioner 
has 
driven over the greater part of the dis­ 
trict which was under Mr. Valdez’s 
charge. The route taken led out of the 
city 
hy 
Washington 
street. 
Mr. 
Valdez's line 
begins 
at 
the 
Bo­ 
nita 
Meadows 
on 
the 
road 
via 
the P^'m s to Santa 
Monica. 
The 
district through which the Meadows are 
reached is the Rosedale and the road 
overseer is Mr. W. C. Coverly. 
The 
itil Ri 
’ 
road is a fairly a good one until Rosedale 
H eights are reached just beyond the 
cemetery. 
Some excellent work lias 
been done on the ascent leading to the 
heights, but hence the roadway is bad all 
along to Washington and Pico Heights. At 
the jimction of Western avenue, the 
people residing thereabouts say that in 
wet weather the road is all but im pas­ 
sable. There were those who said also 
th a t whenever work was done on the road 
it was carelessly done and cost them more 
than it ought to. In some past time the 
road has been well thrown up, but con­ 
stant traffic has worn down each side 
until a sharp ridge uprises in the center, 
and upon which it is impossible for an 
anim al to travel. 
For two miles, or 
until Bonita Meadows are reached, this 
ridge 
projects, 
and shows 
no evi­ 
dence of 
a 
ploughshare 
for 
lo ! 
these 
many 
months 
aDd 
perhaps 
years. It will be remembered that Mr. 
Coverly’s share of the road fund was 
$3,185. As before mentioned Mr. Valdez’ 
boundary begins at Bonita meadowB. A 
steep but short hill is fouud just beyond 
here, and this is gutted by rains and 
rutted by heavy teams until it has ob­ 
tained the appearance of a by-way prim e­ 
val. To the Big Pear Ranch the road is 
poor. For a quarter of a mile along 
by the old slaughter house, now the Sen- 
tons Brothers’, considerable work was 
done bv Mr. Valdez. It is a low place, 
with á black adobe soil th a t lot in the 
wheels of wagons to the hub. The road 
was thrown up, and about six inches of 
mesa eoil was put on top. The fault of the 
work was th at the road 
was made 
too narrow and that gravel should have 
been used instead of mesa soil. The 
topping of mesa dirt is already sinking 
through in numerous places and is but a 
temporary expedient. 
At the time the 
work was in progress at this spot com­ 
plaints were made to the Board of 
Supervisors 
that 
the 
work 
was 
done 
in 
a 
hap-hazard 
way 
and 
in the most costly manner. 
From here 
to Crip’s place, a distance of about five 
miles the road is very good, and thence 
to Santa Monica about as nature provides 
for. Mr. T. Valdez expended $2,946 of 
the road fund. 
There are two Valdez, the one spsken 
of 
and 
Mr. 
Jose 
Valdez. 
They 
are 
father 
and 
son 
and 
they 
have worked together in remodeling 
the county thoroughfares. 
Mr. Jose 
Valdez was and has been re elected road 
overseer of the Laurel Road District. 
This highway leads from Santa Monica 
and enters the city at Seventh and at 
Ninth streets after leaving the line of 
Sixth street through the Oahuenga Dis­ 
trict, but Mr. Valdez’ superintendency 
ends about a mile this Bide of Gilmore 
and Carter’s ranch. From the beginning to 
the end this highway is in a miserable 
condition, and in wet w eather m ust be 
nearly or quite impassable for heavily 
loaded, 
or 
even 
ordinarily 
loaded 
team s. Along this route the consensus 
of the opinion of the residents is that no 
efficient work was done by the road- 
m aster during last year. 
The 
road 
is 
not graded, with but au excep­ 
tional stretch, which will 
be noted 
further on is a winding way of ruts and 
a succession of thank-you-marms which 
preclude anything but a crawling pace 
for even the lightest road wagon. The 
only work which is apparent to the most 
experienced eye that has been done ap­ 
pears here and there in the trodden straw 
or the scattered manure which has been 
nsed to fill up some dangerous chuck- 
holes. This makeshift method all along 
the line has been pursued instead of real 
stable work. 
For a mile perhaps east of 
Gilmore and C arter’s the road lias been 
graded, but as this was done last sum ­ 
m er, 
and 
having 
no 
rain 
to 
pack 
it, the teamsters have 
made 
a 
road 
alongside 
it, 
and 
the 
grade is unused and stands an example 
of useless expenditure of the road fund. 
M r. Jose Valdez used $1,018 of the 
county funds. Mr. Henry Denker, whose 
large ranch is on the Laurel road, was 
very outspoken in his views of the Laurel 
Road Overseer and ro id m asters in gen­ 
eral. H e said : 
. . 
“ The building and repairing of the 
county roads should be done by contract. 
The office of road overseer is an elective 
office, and has its emoluments, and is 
therefore sought for by sm all fanners, 
who, when they have nothing to do on 
their little holdings, turn to road making 
for their rewards. They generally have 
light and poor teams and hire poor 
laborers. 
They are road m asters for 
the benefits th at accrue to themselveB 
not for the purposb of benefiting the 
community at large by makiDg good 
roads. 
For instance, Mr. Valdez did his 
work in the sum m er time when it should 
have been done between rains so that 
the earth would pack. 
In the stretch 
of grade which he made by Gilmore and 
C arter’s place and which has never 
been used, he expended half of the road 
fund to his account. The other $500 was 
as uselessly expended in filling up bad 
places and chuck holes with straw and 
manure. The straw is soon chopped up 
and 
valueless, and 
the 
first north 
wind scatters 
the 
m anure 
to 
the 
fields. 
The 
cost 
of 
this 
work, 
Which 
is 
only of 
temporary 
ubo, 
is great. Again, the roadm aster gener­ 
ally builds the small bridges. 
He goes 
for his lum ber with his team and a 
help er; then drives five or six miles to 
the place where the bridge is needed; 
w ith the time consumed in driving to 
and from work perhaps three or four 
hours of real labor upon the bridge is 
performed. Last year the bridge over 
the creek was washed away and was not 
rebuilt for two or three m onths and a de­ 
tour of several miles had to be made by 
teams. I consider that the road fund of

the Laurel District was practically wasted 
last year." 
Other farmers on the Laurel roan 
thought w ith Mr. Denker that the over­ 
seer had d »ne little or nothing ^ of per­ 
m anent value on the highway in ques­ 
tion. They complained th at his teams 
were too light for efficient service and that 
he employed but few men expensively 
.

This needs an explanation. 
The over­ 
seer gets $3 a day for his services and $2 
a day for his team . 
His men are paid 
$2 a day, and $4 a day is paid for a man 
and his team . If ten days’ labor is 
needed on a piece of road requiring a 
force of ten laborers and five teams, the 
cost to the county is $400. Adding $5 a 
day 
for 
the 
overseer 
and 
his 
t*am 
and 
the 
cost 
is 
$450. 
If the overseer employs but two laborers 
and one team it takes fifty days to do the 
work and the cost to the road fund is 
still $400; but the overseer, instead of 
ten days or $50, puts in his fifty days and 
gets $250. 
If he does no work, which it 
is charged he sometimes does not, the 
undue expenditure of the road funds is 
in part accounted for. 
It should be stated in justice to Messrs. 
Valdez that they have so far enjoyed the 
confidence of the Board of Supervisors. 
Ex-Supervisor Venable Rtates that in his 
opinion the Messrs. Valdez made an hon­ 
est endeavor to do their work well, and 
that whatever laxity may be charged 
against them was the result ot inexper­ 
ience.

R i v e r s i d e has already shipped fifty 
carloads of oranges and the campaign 
has but just opened. 


R a i l r o a d men insist that their esti­ 
m ates of the orange crop, 2,000 to 2,500 
carloads is not excessive, and that the 
end of the campaign will show it. 


W e h a v e received a note from a Demo­ 
crat of the San Gabriel Valley which 
will be unavoidably thrown over until 
to-morrow, when we shall publish and 
comment on it. 


Pomona will m arket eighty carloads of 
oranges this year. 
That íb 28,800 boxes. 
They are worth $2 a box, or $57,600 for 
the crop. This is not a bad showing for 
one little foothill colony in Los Angeles 
county. 
i 


T h e r e is not a shadow of doubt that 
the cottony enshion scale is dying in all 
parts of Los Angeles county. Any one 
can satisfy his own mind of the truth of 
this statement. H e has but to go into 
the orchards and take the dead bugs in 
his fingers. 
W hen they are crushed 
there is not a vestige of anything left 
excepting a little dry material like ashos 
or powder. 


T h e Baldwin ranches are nearly all 
seeded to grain. Three weeks ago there 
were tens of thousands of acres of these 
ranches unplowed. But since the first of 
January gangs of industrious farmers 
have come in and rented these lands on 
shares. The Puente, the San Francis- 
quito and the Santa Anita are nearly all 
seeded now. W heat is the crop which is 
in most of the land. 


S o m e years ago all the vines in the 
Madeira Islands died. A few years later 
most of the vines of Germany died. The 
German Government forbade the planting 
of any vines for five years, so severe 
were the ravages of the disease. 
The 
Madeira vineyards are now flourishing 
again, and there is no more heard of dead 
vines in the Fatherland. 
The disease 
now on the vines in California will not 
destroy that great industry. 
It will

R i v e r s i d e orange grower, whose 
crehard includes eighteen acres, hn* just 
sold the crop on the trees for the very 
snug snm of $10,000. 
Two men and two 
horses, at a cost of much less than $1000, 
have done all the work of th at orchard 
for a year. Here is a net return of $500 
per acre. Those who do not know of 
such facts as these are loud in their 
assertions that land in this section is 
held too high. But this orchard pays an 
interest on $5,003 an acre. A man who 
can produce these results can afford to 
pay $2,000 per acre for the raw land on 
which to plant oraDge trees. 


T h e K c t . f l a m J a n e a . 
The old adage runs that when gentle­ 
men meet compliments 
pass. 
The 


H e r a l d is charitable enough to recall 
this old saw in connection with a passage 
between one of its editors and the Rev­ 
erend 8am Jones. 
We may disclaim 
egotism in saying that the 
H e r a l d ’s 
manners and ethics will both prove of a 
finer order than Mr. Jones’s, but we only 
do this after the Reverend Sam had an­ 
nounced with great effusiveness that he 
could knock out anybody, whether he 
belonged to the editorial or any other 
fraternity. The Reverend Samuel is evi­ 
dently a gentleman endowed with the 
bighead. 
There was once a British 
monarch who thought he had whipped 
and 1 ashed and knocked out the old 
ocean, but still the same old tides surge 
around the B ritish Coast in spite of 
Knute. 
W henever the Rev. Sam has occasion 
to bounce a newspaper man he ruffles 
his feathers and goes through all the 
antics of a bantam rooster. The H e r a l d 
started olF in its good natnred criticism 
of the Rev. Jones by adm itting that he 
was a plucky little fellow. In fact nature, 
in that fine equilibrium of her forces, 
generally makes a little man anxious to 
fight and a big man anxious to l>e at 
peace. 
W henever a little man weighs bo 
little as the Reverend Sam Jones, even 
the sacerdotal calling and election can­ 
not prevent him from bullying every­ 
body. 
Naturally Mr. Jones, being retrenched 
of physique, is warlike. Most people would 
call him chipper and presumptuous. He 
began his ministrations in Los Angeles by 
insulting every respectable clergyman in 
this section. Flentv of these ministerial 
gentlemen were on the stage when this 
Georgia gentleman wiped the floor with 
them , metaphorically speaking. They 
seemed to revel in sentences which held 
them up as imbeciles or worse. 
If they 
liked it we do not know that the H e r a 
has any right to complain. 
However, there were features as to 
which this journal had a right to com­ 
plain. Pursuant to his usual trashy, 
sensational methods, the Reverend Sam 
held up Los Angeles as the modern 
Sodom and Gomorrah. That he should 
do this is only to be explained by the 
fact that he is a very provincial indi­ 
vidual. H is rustic lines of life have 
probably left him ignorant of the real 
ways of this w icked. world. 
If this 
be true, it is all the better for the 
Reverend Sam. 
Rusticity can be en­ 
dured at the inestimable premium of in­ 
nocence. 
In addition to blackguarding his au­ 
diences, the Reverend Sam Jones has 
the bad taste to foul his own nest. 
He 
starts in on his own evangelizing pro­ 
cesses by holding himselt up as a re­ 
claimed drunkard. 
There is something very vulgar about 
all this, and it is so vulgar that it cannot 
be redeemed by the superlative vulgarity 
which Mr. Jones indtroduces into hisdis 
courses. 
Wo do not think that we are 
hard when we say that the Reverend 
gentleman hawks the gospel about for his 
pergonal profit. At the same time we 
desire to be polite to h im ; and therefore 
venture 
the 
expression 
of 
the 
hope 
that 
his 
vulgar 
auctioneer­ 
ing ways are underlaid by a real 
and fervid impulse of piety, and that 
his surface rankness has underneath it a 
record of ever flowing Gospel unction. 
This is onr hope, an article which is said 
to spring eternal in the hum an breast. 
We do not say that it is our belief. 
We 
have not yet arrived at the stage of 
primeval trust. The rumor goes that the 
returns from the Gospel grist have not 
proved so rem unerative as the Reverend 
Sam looked for. 
Perhaps this may in 
some measure explain his ill-humor, 
The report goes luat nickels of a low 
denomination, too often alternated by 
absolute abstention on the part of the 
contributors, are making the Reverend 
Sam’s sanctimonious seances much less 
profitable than he expected in the city of 
the Angels. Even 
with 
sensational 
preachers these things sometimes have 
an effect on the m undane temper. 


E v e r y now and then there is an epi­ 
sode in Los Angeles which recalls the 
days when Achilles and Hector were 
wont to philander around the walls of 
Troy, very much to the disgruntlement 
of Hector. On the streets of Los Angeles 
yesterday we had an incident which 
not classic, was at least interesting. The 
parties participant were Gen. H. H. 
Boyce and Councilman H . T. D. Wilson.

W a s h in g to n , January 24.—Dispatches 
from Berlin and London in iegard to the 
attitude of Germany on the Samoan 
question were the subject oí general dis­ 
cussion in this city this evening. 
A 
representative of the Associated Press 
was accorded a brief interview with 
Secretary Bayard this evening. 
He said 
he had read the dispatches in question, 
but said it would not be proper for hi in 
to discuss the subject at this tim e. 
He 
said that although G erm any may lmve 
larger interests in Samoa 
than the 
United States has, it had no hotter or 
later information from th a t countiy than 
the United States had. 
In regard to the 
statement that Germany would violate 
no treaty in acquiring the ascendency in 
Samoa, Bayard called attention to the 
declaration concerning the boundaries of 
the German and English dominions in 
the West Pacific Ocean, signed at Berlin, 
April 6th, 1880, by Count Bismarck on 
tbe part of Germany and Sir Edward 
Mallet on the part of G reat Britain. 
Bayard said he thought this agreement 
precluded German acquisitions in Samoa, 
and that she was bound to respect the 
rights of that island. 
Such members of the House Commit­ 
tee on Foreign Affairs as could be seen 
to-night were averse to discussing freely 
the present state of our relations with 
Samoa, in view of the fact that the sub­ 
ject is now before the committee, and 
they are expected to communicate their 
views formally to the House in the 
sha pe of a report. 
Representative Russell, of M assachu­ 
setts. when told of the position taken bv 
North German Gazette, rem arked: 
“ If 
matters should reach an extrem e point, I 
don’t believe we are going to be eaten up 
by any European power.” 
Mr. H itt, a leading Republican mem ­ 
ber of the committee, was inclined to 
take a peaceful view of the situation. 
It 
was evident that, while cautiously writ­ 
ten, the article breathed a hostile spirit, 
incited, no doubt, by the exaggerated 
accounts which 
had reached Berlin 
of the 
feeling 
in 
America. 
The 
fact. 
is,” 
said 
H itt, 
“ we

lack of information 
The President, to use his term , “ re­ 
lated” the entire subject to Congress, but 
unfortunately failed to transm it a copy 
of the agreement between the represen­ 
tatives of the United States, England 
and Germany. 
Jnst what that agree­ 
ment is, or how it binds the United 
States, 
nobody 
kuows. 
Wise 
men 
of both political parties in the Senat 
have been fully advised and taken into 
tbe President’s confidence and people 
rest in ease; but they are not disposed 
to trust too much to the ability of one 
man, particularly one man who haB been 
so lamentably unlucky in the exerciee of 
hia judgment. Touching the possibility 
of serious trouble resulting from Samoan 
affairs, he was disposed to make light 
of it. 
He had confidence in the strong 
common 
sense 
of

leadsrs 
on both sides of

After 
all, 
a 
m atter 
of 
such 
slight 
importance could not reasonably be ex­ 
pected to bring about a war between the 
United States and a nation which had 
for us tbe warmest and kindest feeling. 
Bnt it was possible, said H itt in conclus­ 
ion, that if Prince Bismarck had an idea 
that he was dealing with a weak and 
moribund 
adm inistration, 
he 
m ight 
readily fall baca upon bis old well-known 
policy, in order to gratify the passion of 
the German people for colonial pos­ 
sessions. 
Senator Morgan, of Alabama, said the 
Administration had been active in as­ 
serting our rights in 8amoa, and Con­ 
gress had shown a strong determ ination 
to support the Administration in any 
action looking to the preservation of the 
independence of the islands and the pro­ 
tection of American interests there. 
I 
think the steps already taken will prove 
adequate to the emergency, and I am 
perfectly satisfied that whatever rights 
we have will be faithfully protected. We 
have m aterial interests in these islands, 
and shall tolerate no act on the part of 
any other power which shall interfere 
with our tree commerce wi h them. 
Senator Frye was seen. “ I think, 
said he, “ that our treaty rights are such 
in Samoa that we cannot perm it Samoa’s 
independence to be taken away from her. 
If tbe Germans can put a Governor who 
is nothing but a tool of her own into 
power in Samoa we can compel them at 
once to give notice to the United States 
to term inate all our treaties, and, after 
notice, that they would be term inated in 
a year. 
I think the treaties, on the 
whole, taken together, do guarantee the 
independence of Samoa.” 
“ Do you think the situation is threat­ 
ening?” 
“ I think the idea of war is as absurd 
as it possibly can lie?” 
Senator Dolph said: “ I think the 
treaty between the United States and the 
Samoan Government, which were rati­ 
fied before the treaties between that gov­ 
ernm ent and any other civilized govern­ 
ment, confers upon 
us 
rights, and 
creates, as to us, obligations which are 
inconsistent with the destruction of the 
independence and autonomy of the Ss- 
monn Government. I do not believe the 
United States should or will quietly per­ 
mit that to be done. In the interest of 
our present great prospective commerce 
in the Pacific, the Independence of the 
Sandwich and Samoan Islands should be 
preserved. I do not think there is any 
cause for or probability of war.” 
B e r l i n , January 24.—The 
Cologne 
Gazette declares that there is no occasion 
to fear that the excellent relations be­ 
tween Germany and America are in 
danger of undergoing any radical change. 
oaratively little import­ 
ance is to be attached to the last acts of 
an American 
Government about to 
quit office. 
Under 
the 
Presidency 
of Harrison a complete clearance of 
Cleveland’s official staff beomes un­ 
avoidable. 
Mr. Cleveland’s most recent 
steps, therefore, have lost their im port­ 
ance, and his actions are in no wav bind­ 
ing upon Mr. Harrison. From 'intelli­ 
gence received here it is evident that 
the American Government treats the 
Samoan question in a spirit hostile to 
Germany, and on tbe basis of incorrect 
suppositions.

agreement between 
treaty powers, as no treaty was ever con­ 
cluded between Germany, Great Britain 
and America in regard to Sam oa; while, 
on the other hand, such a treaty dees 
exist between Germany and England. 
The excitem ent in America is, therefore, 


incomprehensible. Bayard has declared 
ho does not know w hether Klein is an 
American subject, but, nevertheless, he 
is responsible for Klein’s misdeeds.

The steal consists of three parts, the 
principal of loans paid to him by bor­ 
rowers to be rem itted to the company, 
the interest paid to him for the same 
purpose, and the rents collected by him 
on leal estate in his care. The theft of 
principal and interest was concealed, in 
part, by more or less frequent paym ents 
of interests on loans, taken in part by 
the most 
iugenions 
and 
consistent 
series 
of false 
bonds 
in 
response 
to frequent inquiries by the company, 
representing those borrowers as being in 
financial difficulty, anxious to struggle on 
and pay their debt and save'their property 
from foreclosure, and confident that they 
could do it with leniency on the com­ 
pany’s part, and promising that they 
would make paym ents whenever possi­ 
ble. 
H e continually represented him ­ 
self as carefully watching these people 
and doing all he could do to aid them to 
worry through. 
These thefts began at 
a tim e when there was a great deal of 
financial distress in Indianapolis, and 
when the company not only did what it 
could to aid borrowers in saving their 
property, but was compelled to take in a 
great deal of real estate; and this state 
of depression came later in Indianapolis 
than elsewhere and continued a longer 
tim e ; so that Moore’s statem ent was en­ 
tirely consistent w ith, and apparently a 
continuous 
part 
of 
the 
previous 
history. 
Many cases in arrear were 
actually brought out successfully, thus 
apparently further confirming his repre­ 
sentations. Mean time be was constantly 
rem itting for borrowers very largo sums 
of money in a correct m anner. H is posi­ 
tion and reputation and his energy and 
ability, all made it apparently impossible 
th at he could betray so great a trust. This 
is the only loss through a financial cor­ 
respondent the company has over cxpcri 
encod the forty-three years of its career.

SUPERIOR BENCH REINKORCED. 


Charges of Discourtesy Made Against 
Those in Charge of the Lick 
Observatory.

S a cram en to , January 24.—The Judi­ 
ciary Committee reported in favor of the 
bill relating to the valuation of insurance 
policies and against the bill increasing 
the salaries of the Superior Judges of 
certain counties. 
The Agricultural Committee reported 
in favor of the bill for the proper regis­ 
tration of thoroughbred cattle; alto a 
bili for the appropriation of money for 
the State Board of H orticulture. 
The Finance Committee reported in 
favor of the purchase of a portrait of 
Governor W aterman. 
Majority and mi­ 
nority reports were presented by the 
same Committee on the bill to appropri­ 
ate $5,000 to send special connsel to 
W ashington to defend the Scott Exclu­ 
sion bill. 
Bills were introduced as follows: By 
Langford. to regulate the fees of the Sec­ 
retary of S tate; also relating to the dis­ 
tribution of swainp lands; also for the 
formation of reclamation districte; by 
Both, giving charge of the registration 
of voters to the county clerk; by Finder, 
restricting the owning of real estate by 
aliens; l>y Moffitt, increasing the salary 
of tbo Governor’s private secretary to 
$4,000; by Goucher, to purchase certain 
roads in*the Yosemite grants; by Me- 
Comas, to create the county of Pomona; 
by Wilson, appropriating $700 for Cor­ 
oner Stanton of San Francisco for the 
Benhayon inquest; providing against de­ 
ception in the sale of dairy products; by 
McDonald, compelling cable roads to 
guard against accidents to passengers. 
The Senate Constitutional amendment, 
which was reported unfavorably by the 
Committee on Constitutional Amend­ 
ments, came up for consideration and 
caused a lengthy debate. 
The bill 
provides that all persons 
owning lees than $500 worth of property 
be exempt from taxation. Peacock, of 
Santa Barbara, moved to am end by 
making the lim it $300. 
A num ber of 
am endm ents were offered, but each in 
turn was voted down, and finally the 
tax bill itself was defeated. 
Consideration of Constitutional am end­ 
m ent No. 2 was postponed until Tuesday 
next. 
Tho Senate bill providing for an addi­ 
tional Superior Judge for the county of 
San Luis Obispo was passed. 
Sacram ento*, January 24.—In the As­ 
sembly, this morning, favorable reports 
were made upon the following bills: 
Relating to the National Guard of Cali­ 
fornia; relating to the organization of the 
N. G. U. into six brigades; providing for 
the burial of ex-Uniou soldiers and sail­ 
ors who may hereafter die in indigent 
circumstances; relating to the collating 
and publishing of the records of Califor­ 
nia vuluuiééán, concerning the crime of 
obtaining money or property by false 
pretenees. 
Crawford reported that the Committee 
on Education liad visited San Joso, 
Berkeley and the Lick Observatory and 
were entitled to mileage for 312 miles. 
The Committee recommend that those 
in charge of the Observatory be more 
courteous to visiters. 
Mr. Crawford 
stated that the Committee was not shown

Observatory then when they went there. 
H e said he learned

The Committee on Labor and Capital 
reported favorably on bills to regulate 
the duties and obligations between m as­ 
ters and apprentices; relative to the 
hours of labor of minors and fem ales;

The Committee on Hospital recom­ 
mended the passage of eight bills re­ 
lating to the preservation of the public 
health, and which were introduced at 
the request of the State Board of H ealth.

quena street and Baw a fire which ap­ 
peared to bo spreading rapidly over 
everything behind the bar.

Requena streets to turn in an alarm , he 
found Officer McKenzie had already done 
that. 
In a 
short 
tim e the depart­ 
m ent was on hand and in five minutes 
after that the cellar was literally flooded 
with water. I t was but the work of mo­ 
m ents to subdue the flames which were 
rapidly getting their fiery fangs well set 
upon the floor of the lower story of the 
hotel. 
The place is kept by Robert 
Levin and Isadora Oppeuheimer. When 
the 
fire was discovered the premises 
were 
vacant 
and 
all 
means 
of 
access barred by locked doors. The 
door had to be broken in and Detective 
McCarthy, who was on the scene, sus­ 
pecting something from the strong odors 
of coal oil, proceeded to make a close 
examination 
of 
the 
bar. 
Opening 
one of the drawers under the till, lie was 
astonished to see a lightod candle burn­ 
ing, attached to which was a long strip 
of towel saturated with kerosene, and 
this ended in a mass of hay surmounted 
by 
matches. 
Opening 
tlie 
other 
draw er lie found a similar revelation 
and further evidence of the attem pt at 
arson was given by a coal-oil can and a 
copper dipper which laid on the floor. The 
dipper em itted the stroDg odor of oil and 
a glance around showed th at the incen­ 
diary had filled it with kerosene and 
then dashed its contents on the ceiling, 
walls and floor. 
Detective McCarthy 
kept his discovery to himself and at once 
dispatched 
a 
messenger to Levine’s 
house with instructions to tell that in­ 
dividual that his place was On fire and to 
come down a t once. Fifteen minutes or 
so passed and then the rumble of a hack 
was heard and from it Levine alighted.

D u b lin , January 24.—The 
trial of 
William O’Brien on the charge of con­ 
spiracy began to-day at Carrick-on-Suir. 
The Government 
had issued a pro 
clamation forbidding any demonstrations 
welcoming O’Brien, but despite this 
action, 20,000 persons gathered around 
the courthouee. 
Six hundred police­ 
men charged the crowd, using their 
batons freely, but were unable to disperse 
tho gathering. 
The excitem ent was 
feverish. As O’Brien entered the court­ 
house he was greeted with vociferous 
cheers. 
W hen tho cases of James Lawrence 
Carey, M ember of Parliam ent for North 
Kildare, and Dennie Kilbride, Member 
of Parliam ent from South K erry, who 
are charged with offenses under the 
Crimes act, were called in court at K il­ 
dare to-day, the accused failed to an 
swer. 
W arrants for their arrest were 
issued. 
Before the trial, while O’Brien 
was striving to pass through the crowd 
to enter the courthouse, he was seized by 
a police inspector and dragged thirty 
yards. Tho people, maddened by this, 
pressed forward to rescue him . The po­ 
lice, however, repulsed the crowd. Tim­ 
othy H ealy, who stepped forward to aid 
O’Brien, was met by a bayonet leveled 
at his breast. A num ber of reporters 
were m altreated. 
O’Brien complained 
to the Judge that the police were attem pt­ 
ing to incite a bloody riot. 
W hen the caso for the crown had been 
presented, Healv, on behalf of the de­ 
fendant, applied for subpcenas for Lord 
Salisbury and Mr. Balfour, both of whom, 
he asserted, had made speeches similar 
to those cf O’Brien. The Court refused 
to issue the desired subpicnas. 
The 
spectators in tbe courtroom received the 
decision with murm urs and the magis­ 
trates ordered the galieries cleared. 
While this was being done, O’Brien 
exclaimed, “ I ’ll clear out also,” and 
staited for the door. 
The magistrate 
shouted out, “ Stop him ,” and the con­ 
stable crabbed O’Brien. 
After a sharp 
struggle, O’Brien, with the aid of some 
of the spectators, managed to escape to 
the 
street with 
no worse 
damage 
than a torn coat. 
An immense crowd es­ 
corted him through the town. The police 
used their batons without mercy upon 
the people, who responded with stones 
and sticks. 
During 
the melee Mr. 
O’Brien was struck violently on the 
breast with a rille stock. Scores of peo­ 
ple were injured. 
The Court issued a 
w arrant for the arrest of O’Brien and 
then adjourned. Police with fixed bayo­ 
nets are patrolling the town. 
Twenty 
persons 
received 
bayonet 
thrusts and some of them were danger­ 
ously wounded. 
At least forty others 
were more or less seriously injured by 
the batons of the police. 
O’Brien’s loca­ 
tion is not known, 
it is thought that he 
will not appear in court to-morrow.

How the Samoan Troubles 
Are Regarded in Berlin. 


A DEABLY-BOUGHT “ VICTORY. 


The Existence of Treaty Obstacles 
the Seiinre of Samoa Denied 
by Bism arck’s Ortran.

W a s h i n g t o n , January 2 4 .— Dispatches 
have been received at the State Depart­ 
ment from the American M inister at 
Berlin in regard to the Samoan question. 
Their contents are w ithheld from pub­ 
licity except some extracts from German 
newspapers giving accounts of, and com­ 
menting on. the fight in which so many 
Germans lost their lives. The previous 
languid tone of the press in regard to Sa­ 
moan affairs was quickened to fever heat 
by the Das Kleine Journal of Berlin, of 
the 7th inst., which says: “ According 
to official reports from Apia, of the 28th 
of December, the landing corps of the 
Olga was sent to accompany the German 
Contul to the scene of war of the natives, 
in consequence of the destruction of Ger­ 
m an property and bodily 
insults to 
m fn of marines while on leave, the Com 
Bul going there for the purpose of insti 
tuting disarm ament. 
“ On the way te Boilele plantation the 
landing corps of the Olga was, by sup- 
priee, attacked by the insurrectionists, 
under the leadership of au American 
named Klein. 
A landing being there­ 
upon made by the cruiser Adler and gun­ 
boat Eber, the natives were thrown 
back and several of their villages, situ­ 
ated on the coast, were destroyed. 
Lieu­ 
tenant Sieger and fifteen men are dead. 
Lieutenant Spengler and Burchardt, as 
well as thirty-six men, are wounded. 
“ The victory is a costly one and not 
one to be rejoiced over. 
German med­ 
dling in the quarrels of Kings Mataafe 
and TamaB^ese has been hailed with re­ 
joicing from several quarters for the rea­ 
son that the final result of the business 
was expected to be the occupation of Sa­ 
moa by the German Empire. England and 
the United States do not, however, agree 
to such a consummation, and now we 
have even lost a number of men in battle 
with the despised islanders, a new leaf 
in the nistorv of our colonial policy— 
a laurel leaf, but what sort of a one ? ” 
B e r l i n , January 2 4 .— The North Ger 
man Gazette, Bismarck’s organ, denies 
the existence of any treaty precluding 
any European power from 
acquiring 
ascendancy in Samoa; also denies that 
England and the United States 
are 
agreed that the proceedings of the Ger­ 
man agent in Samoa are contrary to the 
stipulation of treaties or opposed to diplo­ 
matic etiquette, and that these powers 
have officially notified the German gov­ 
ernm ent accordingly. The treaties, the 
Gazette further says, provide that Samoa 
shall concede to each treatv power equal 
rights with either of the others, but no 
treaty regarding neutrality or the inde­ 
pendence of Samca exists between Ger­ 
many and the United States. 
L o n d o n , January 2 4 —The article in 
the North German Gazette, relative to 
treaties regarding Samoa, caused a com­ 
motion in official circles here. 
By some 
it is regarded as a deliberate defiance to 
the Washington Government. 
W a s h in g t o n . January 2 4 —A sub-com­ 
mittee of the House, c insisting of Mor 
row, McCreary and Kussell.was appoint­ 
ed tc-day to consider Samoan afiairB 
which come before the committee in the 
shape of correspondence from the State 
Department and in resolutions introduced 
at the last session declaring in favor of 
interference by our Government to check 
German aggresions at the Samoan Is­ 
lands. 
W a s h in g t o n , January 2 4 .— Chairman 
H erbert, of the House Committee on 
naval affairs, has acknowledged Secre­ 
tary W hitney’s letter, suggesting au ap­ 
propriation fo ra coaling station at Pago- 
Pago, Samoa, faying that proper repre­ 
sentations will be made to the House

W a s h i n g t o n , January 2 3 .—Assistant 
Secretary Rives 
read his dispatches 
carefully this aftprnoou, and remarked 
with a sm ile: “ They seem to be hurl­ 
ing defiance to our teeth, don't they?” 
W hen asked if he had not 
some 
further comment to make on the subject 
he said he had not. 
He subsequently 
intimated, 
however, that there were

Congress of the 16th inst. in regard to 
the treaty rights of Germany, Great 
Britain and the United States in the 
Samoan matter.
